Section 3.131(c) Sanitation, Housekeeping. Premises (buildings and grounds) shall be kept clean and in good repair in 
order to protect the animals from injury and to facilitate the prescribed husbandry practices set forth in this subpart. 
Accumulations of trash shall be placed in designated areas and cleared as necessary to protect the health of the animals 
(REPEAT). 

You failed to maintain the facility in a clean manner. 

3.126(a) Facilities, Indoor Ambient temperatures. Temperature in indoor housing facilities shall be sufficiently regulated 
by heating or cooling to protect the animals from the extremes of temperature, to provide for their health and to prevent their 
discomfort. The ambient temperature shall not be allowed to fall below nor rise above temperatures compatible with the 
health and comfort of the animal (DIRECT). 

You failed to maintain the ambient temperature in the kinkajou and two-toed sloth enclosure. 

3.131(a) Sanitation, Cleaning of enclosures. Excreta shall be removed from primary enclosures as often as necessary to prevent 
contamination of the animals contained therein and to minimize disease hazards and to reduce odors (DIRECT). 

You failed to remove excreta from several animals’ enclosures.
